The  death  rate  of  legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate 
live  births  was  1  7*  3 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  year  was  13*2  per  1,000 
estimated  resident  population,  the  figure  for  1950  being  12,7 
and  that  for  England  and  'Tales  12.5 
General  Statistics.

Meat and  other  foods 

There  are  no  public  slaughter-houses  in  the  rural  district  and 
only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  which  is  maintained  in  good  condition 
and  is  inspected  periodically. 

Ice  Cream 

There  are  30  .  licensed  retailers  of  Ice  Cream  but  no 
manufacturers  have  promises  in  this  district.  All  the 
retailers  are  provided  with  refrigerators  and  only  sell 
ice  cream  wrapped  and  as  supplied  from  the  factories.
